A Lively How Kosults— Mnrslial Ha- 


worth Interferes. 


Yesterday afternoon at about 2 o'clock

ID this section of tho country 
it has rained ovcry alternate day for 
moro than a wook—hoavy, drenching 
rains—and from other parts of tho 
country, oast, west, north and south, 
tho reports are of a similarly depressing 
character. This IOBH is not one that 
afleotfi tho producer alono; tho rail- 
roads, which dopotid largely upon locul 
business, will i'eol the loss of grain 
freights severely, and all classes will 
como in for a sharo of tho suffering en- 
tailed by short orops.—Indianapolis 
Journal.
